A plan begun in 1928 took its 
final form for Friday when shrubs 
were planted about the grounds of 
W heeling, D istrict 21, school. Back 
in the srping of 1928 the school’s 
Achievement club donated $10 and 
with $5 donated by the Parent- 
Teachers association a nursery of 
trees and shrubs was planted by! 
the Achievement club 
on Arbor j 
Day. 
I he work was done under the di­ 
rection of Miss Bertha Keith, then 
as now, principal 
of the school, 
and the leadership ol Edward Gies- 
eke, president of the club. 
Tile 
work has been carried on by the 
club organization 
since, and now 
the trees have grow to sufficient 
size to make excellent landscape or­ 
nam entation for the school build­ 
ing and grounds. 
So last Friday 20 of the older 
boys of the school, eight men loan­ 
ed to the school by George Olceso, 
Cook county forester, Henry Grande 
president of the school board, and 
Noble J. Puffer, director of educa­ 
tion set to work under the direc­ 
tion of J. H. Frost, landscape arch­ 
itect for the Cook county schools. 
Valued at $350 
They dug up 150 shrubs and IO 
trees from the 
nursery rows and 
planted them in accordance with 
the landscape design furnished by 
the school 
architect. 
The result 
was a school ground beautification 
project 
adding 
an 
improvement 
which would have cost some $350 
at ne cost to the community. 
The scheme is in keeping with 
th e slogan “ Beautify your school 
grounds.” of Otto F. Aken, county 
superintendent of schools, and Mr 
Prost, 
the 
landscape 
architect, 
praised the school saying, “Whoev­ 
er thought of that idea, the pur­ 
chase of seedlings and planting in 
nursery rows, surely deserves no 
end of credit. 
“He was far-sighted, had the in­ 
terest of the school at heart, loved 
plant beautification, and knew he 
was 
giving th e/school 
children, 
teachers, and people of the com­ 
m unity something to enjoy. 
He 
knew 
how to add beauty to 
the 
school grounds in years to come. 
T h at’s w hat we call real philan­ 
thropy, doing something that n u 
you, but those to come, can love and 
enjoy.” 
Makes School A ttractive 
Commenting further on the prac­ 
tical benefits 
of the 
work, Mr. 
Prost said, “We now have a prop­ 
er setting for the school building. 
This school will be an attractive 
place for children and teachers to 
come to. It will furnish education­ 
al value in m atters of art appre- 
f ciation. citizenship anti plant study. 
“Gardening should be a part of 
every child’s education. The school 
grounds should 
stand out as the 
best example of correct landscape 
gardening in the community. 
“Beautify your school grounds, 
and the children and parents will 
beautify their home grounds. Then 
with more beautiful home grounds, 
the entire communities will become 
alive with an interest and a deter 
mination to improve and beautify 
their towns or villages. 
Such act­ 
ivities will increase your population 
lower your taxes, and still return 
a larger tax revenue . o carry on 
public school work.” 
A dinner of chili con carne was 
served to the CWA men sent out 
by the forest pre,-* rve by the pres­ 
ident of the Parent-Teachers asso­ 
ciation of the school. 
The list of trees and shrubs set 
out about the school includes lilacs, 
red and yellow dogwood, spiraea,

berry, wild plum, Lombardv pop­ 
lars elms, hard maples, and snow 
balls.

New State Law Allows 
No Alternative to 
Judges 


Orders were signed Monday by 
cuit court of DuPage county and 
Judge Win G. Knoch of the county 
court 
of 
DuPage 
county 
call­ 
ing for the withdrawal of some 225 
acres of land from the Village of 
Roselle. 
These 
orders followed 
hearings on petitions presented by 
eight landowners in 
the Village 
seeking disconnection as has been 
provided by a recent law passed in 
July by the state legislature. 
The 
tracts of land 
disconnected com­ 
prise nearly the whole southeast 
portion of Roselle, east of Roselle 
road and it is understood that a pe­ 
tition is now pending calling for 
the withdrawal of the land owned 
by Fred Hitzeman just west of Ro­ 
selle road and comprising nearly 
all of the southwest portion of the 
village. 
The petitioners were privileged 
to have their cases heard in either 
of the* courts. The petitions of Ira 
J. Meyer and Wilber Meyer, calling 
for withdrawal of about 80 acres, 
came before Judge Knoch. The tes­ 
timony in support of these petitions 
was to the effect that the land was 
used for agricultural purposes only 
and was not bounded on more than 
two sides by village property. The 
Village attorney, H. H. Hitzeman, 
required proof of the allegations in 
the petition, which was furnished. 
In announcing his decision, Judge 
Knoch held that there was no al­ 
ternative but to grant the relief 
prayed for and added the opinion 
that unless the law were' held un­ 
constitutional there was no ques­ 
tions as to the petitioners’ rights. 
During the same 
afternoon a 
joint petition brought by Emma 
9iems, J. F. Pierce, 
Lucy 
Jane 
Pierce, J. P. Warnimont, 
Corona 
Moreau and Charles Meyer calling 
for disconnection 
of about 
150 
acres, was heard by Judge Allaben 
in the Circuit court. 
The Village 
offered no defense other than that 
proof of the allegations in the pe­ 
tition be shown as in the above 
cases. 
Judge Allaben nilled thtot 
the petitioners having fulfilled the 
requirements of the statute, their 
petition would be granted and sign­ 
ed the order calling for disconnec­ 
tion. 
At neither of the hearings Mon­ 
day, was there any objection raised 
against the granting of the peti­ 
tions by any interested taxpayer of 
Roselle. 
In an informal interview with a 
representative of this newspaper, 
Tuesday, Judge Allaben stated that 
the wording of the statute was not 
perfectly clear. 
He 
pointed out 
that the meaning of the 
act was 
capable of two different construc­ 
tions. The wording “owner or own­ 
ers of any tract of land” he believ

34 States Change Colors 
White on Black is 
Popular 


The fortieth anniversary of the 
automobile will be observed in 1934, 
with a new7 splash of color for li­ 
cense plates, and thirty-four states 
will change their color combina­ 
tions, using twenty-six different 
motifs, according to a survey made 
by the American Automobile asso­ 
ciation. 
The 
national 
motoring 
body 
pointed out that fourteen states 
and the District of Columbia will 
retain their 1933 color schemes, re­ 
versing them as to background and 
lettering. 
The same 
number re­ 
tained their 1932 color motifs in 
1933. 
Illinois motorists, 
according to 
the Chicago Motor club, will display 
a yellow on black combination, and 
Indiana motorists will use white 
on midnight blue. 
There has been a distinct depart­ 
ure from the “blues” which predom­ 
inated the color schemes during the 
depression era, the A. A. A. survey 
reveals, and the trend is toward 
more 
staid 
combinations. 
First 
rank will go to the white on black 
combination to be used in six states, 
namely, Florida, Minnesota, 
Mis­ 
sissippi, Missouri, Rhode Island, 
and Virginia. 
Second honor will go to the black 
on yellow motif to be used in Ida­ 
ho, Michigan, Oklahoma, West Vir­ 
ginia and the District of Columbia. 
Black on orange, yellow on black 
and wThite on blue will each be used 
in four states. Beyond these more 
standard colors will be a wade var­ 
iety of hues such as old gold on 
blue in Delaware, yellow7 on blue in 
IowTa, black on aluminum in Utah, 
green on white in W ashington and 
white on wine in Wyoming. 
Some of the state licence tags 
will be distinctive by 
reason of 
special marking. 
Maryland plates 
wall carry the wrnrd “Tercentenary” 
in observance of the three hund­ 
redth anniversary of the founding 
of the state. 
Louisiana tags have 
the 
familiar 
pelican. 
Montana 
plates carry an outline of the state 
and Kentucky plates will carry the 
name of the home county of the 
car.
